Dial System 
Perfected For 
Attack Alerts 


NEW YORK, April 16 - G R -A 
dial-operated “ bell and lights” ab­ 
raid warning system by which the 
whole country could be alerted in 
two minutes was unveiled Wednes­ 
day to stockholders of American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
Equipment 
for

automatic 
warning network was displayed in 
an exhibit set up for the annual 
meeting of the firm , parent com­ 
pany of the giant Bell System, 
world’s largest corporation. 
The improved warning system 
was developed by Bell to enable 
civilian defense authqrities to flash 
instantaneous warnings to vital in­ 
stallations around key points. 
H eart of the system is a special 
device, with a dial .similar to that 
of a telephone, making it possible 
to dial any one of three different 
types of alerts. 
If an attack was imminent, a ci­ 
vilian defense worker would spin 
tho dial to “ red.” Immediately, 
bell signals for a “ red” warning 
would sound in police, fire and 
other key installations, as well as 
hospitals and other points to be 
alerted. A red light also would be 
illuminated on the receiving de­ 
vice. 
The signals flash over private 
circuits connecting all points to be 
alerted.

“The executive power shall be 
vested in the President of the Unit­ 
ed States (that he) shall be com­ 
mander-in-chief of the Army and 
Navy of the United States (and 
that) he shall take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed.” 
The brief declared “that the 
the authority of the President to 
meet the existing crises through 
a seizure in the form here made 
is clearly established by the Con 
stitution, by historical precedent 
and by court decisions.” 
As for historical precedent, it 
listed a number of cases dating 
back to 1812. Among them 
was 
the case in which President Linc­ 
oln blockaded the southern ports 
prior to the outbreak of the Civil 
War. The Supreme Court upheld 
the act with the statem ent that 
“the Constitution confers on the 
President the whole executive pow 
er.” 


Lincoln also took over the rail­ 
road and telegraph lines between 
Washington and Annapolis, Md., in 
1861. Congress followed with legis­ 
lation affirming the action.

Senators Study Bill To Give 


More Support To Farm Prices 


WASHINGTON, April 16 — Oft— 
The Senate Agriculture Committee 
Wednesday considers m easures de­ 
signed to prop up government sup­ 
port of farm prices.

(D-Okla), would require that the 
price of a long list of farm com­ 
modities be supported at IOO per 
tent of parity.

Parity is a m easure of farm pric­ 
es declared by law to be equally 
fair to farm ers and those who buy 
their products. It is a formula for 
computing what the farm er should 
receive for the products he sells in 
relation to the things he buys.

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Wonder Expressed As To Government's Drift 
Laff-A-Day 


It is e a s y to hear numerous conversa­ 
tions these days on every street corner 
and in nearly every home regarding the 
question as to what the Truman New 
Deal forces are trying to do during the 
remainder of time the present admin­ 
istration remains in office. 
The strong undertone heard in most of 
these comments seems to be one of worry 
and anxiety. 
What changes in the nation’s economy 
do the “big boys” of organized labor and 
the government New Dealers now plan to 
put into effect? 
Through the Truman administration the 
government has now broken the stabili­ 
zation line and has recommended the 
highly controversial union shop for big 
industry. If followed through this will 
moan in time that all labor will be com­ 
pelled to pay dues to unions. The Wage 
Stabilization Board has set up wage in­ 
creases which can mean only more in­ 
flation. 
Charles E. Wilson, economic mobilizer, 
appointed not only to speed rearmament 
but to hold back inflation, has resigned 
in protest. 
The consequences of breaching stabili­ 
zation will be to lower the purchasing 
power of the dollar, not only increasing 
the cost of living but putting higher price 
tags on weapons. That will result in high­ 
er taxes or greater 
inflation-producing 
deficits. 
The consequences of forcing high wages 
upon industry will be to deny the treasury 
billions of dollars of tax revenue based 
on corporation earnings, throwing a larg­ 
er tax burden on every citizen. 
What is the over-all purpose behind all 
this? One Washington reporter says the 
scheme is to give government, labor 
leaders and management—in that order— 
control of big business. 
Regardless of the immediate outcome, 
there is scarcely any doubt that this la­ 
bor upheaval, affecting many important 
industries, is a step in the revolution 


which has as its aim to change the na­ 
tion’s economic setup. 
Can there be any wonder why many 
citizens are wondering toward what goal 
their country is heading? 


Confirmation Held Up 
James P. McGranery, named attorney 
general by the president shortly before 
the latter took off on another tack and 
entered the steel business, will not be 
ensconced in his new office for many 
weeks. The Senate committee which will 
pass on his fitness will not take action 
until Senator McCarran, chairman of the 
committee, returns 
frm 
his home in 
Nevada about May I. 
But McGranery sees his name in the 
papers, though he hasn’t assumed his 
new post. He is accused of being a 
“master whitewash artist,” and was a 
key figure in one of the most shocking 
whitewashes of all times—the Amerasia 
case. A magazine devoted to the Far 
East, Amerasia was accused of being in­ 
volved in an espionage conspiracy during 
the latter days of the Japanese war. 
Five men and women on the maga­ 
zine’s staff were arrested by the FBI. 
Two were convicted of minor crimes. 
Cases against the principals were drop­ 
ped. When a congressional committee 
tried to find out why they were not prose­ 
cuted it accused McGranery, as chief 
prosecutor in the Justice Department, of 
whitewashing those under indictment and 
placing the blame for failure to prosecute 
further on the FBI.

Grab Bag 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN 
One type of severe pain in the 
w rist m ay be relieved by X rays, 
heat, or an operation. This com 
plaint is caused by tenosynovitis 
of the w rist. 
Usually, pain around the wrist 
com es from inflam m ation of a 
nerve 
(neuritis) 
or 
joint 
(a r­ 
th ritis). Often m istaken fgor one 
of these is tenosynovitis, an in 
flam m ation of the tendons and 
certain m em branes th at produce 
fluids in the w rist, and generally 
follows an injury or sudden strain 
to the joint. 


Pain or W rist Motion 


The pain is n ear the thum b 
side and is usually very severe 
when the w rist is moved. P re s­ 
su re on 
the 
bony p a rt of the 
w rist causes extrem e pain. The 
w rist is usually red and w arm 
and extrem ely w eak. The suffer­ 
e r cannot move it him self and 
m ay w ear a w rist protector in 
the hope of clearing up the troub­ 
le if he keeps the w rist motion­ 
less. 
An X ray exam ination usually 
reveals nothing abnorm al in the 
w rist bone. However, a local an ­ 
esthetic injected into the area 
often rem oves the pain, and this 
relief is a test to d e t e r m i n e 
w hether the condition is teno­ 
synovitis. 


Treatm ent with X rays seem s 
to give the best help. As a rule 
this treatm ent is light, one or 
two exposures being given over 
the area. More th at 72 per cent 
of sufferers are relieved in this 
m anner. The w rist joint is kept 


m otionless at the tim e treatm en t 
is carried out. 


Physical Therapy 
Som e cases that hang on after 
X ray s can be cleared up with 
h eat treatm en ts (d iath erm y ) or 
oth er form s of physical therapy. 
When a case fails to respond 
to any of these treatm en ts, a 
sim ple surgical operation can be 
perform ed to rem ove all pressure 
from the inflam ed 
and 
tender 
tissues. This clears up the painful 
sym ptom s in nearly all cases. 
With these m odern treatm en ts, 
doctors can relieve this condition 
so often confused with sim ple 
n e u r i t i s or a r t h r i t i s . But 
the proper steps m ust be started 
early enough.

Answer. Multiple m yelom a is 
a tum or-like disease producing 
destruction of the bones. U sually, 
there is severe anem ia w ith this 
disease.

State Speaks 


To Rotary Club 


Hon. Ted W. Brown 
Appeals for Greater 
Interest In Voting 


The vital need for citizens to take 
m ore interest in their government 
and their responsibility in selecting 
their officials by exercising their 
right to vote, proved the basic 
features of an address by Secre­ 
tary of State Ted W. Brown be­ 
fore Rotarians and guests at the 
£lub luncheon Tuesday. 


Ted W. Brown 


Introduced by Charles Dunton as 
one of his old schoolmates, Brown 
utilized his first rem arks in ex­ 
plaining the many duties of the 
secretary of state’s office. 
He said that few people in Ohio 
realize the many functions and 
responsibilities which that office 
has. Most people sdem to believe 
that attention to records for elec­ 
tions and attention to rules and 
regulations for election officials 
are the principal duties of the sec­ 
retary of state and his office staff. 
Most of his hearers were greatly 
enlightened when he listed many 
of the m atters that must be han­ 
dled through the office. 
<* • « 
AFTER EXPLAINING the duties 
of boards of election in Ohio, the 
speaker stated that he had a deep- 
seated conviction that these posi­ 
tions are jobs of public trust and 
should not be taken l i g h t l y as 
partisan rew ards for political serv­ 
ice. 
He told how he had made it a 
point to personally interview most 
election board officials in Ohio to 
em phasize the im portance of the 
civic reponsibility in these posi­ 
tions. He said that he discusses 
with these officials many of the 
problem s arising among them and 
the necessity for clearing many of 
them through the office of the sec­ 
retary of state. 
, 
Secy. Brown declared that in 
Ohio as in every state there are 
a certain number of election frauds 
arising mainly from im proper ac- 
tivdies in connection with absent 
voters’ ballots. Many persons have 
spent time in prison for misuse of 
such ballots, he asserted. 
It was at this point in his talk 
that Brown touched upon the anx­ 
iety felt by countless people over 
an apparent lack of basic integrity 
among too large a num ber of hold­ 
ers of public office in the country. 
For this reason, he insisted, it is 
all the more necessary that the 
people of the state and nation en­ 
deavor to seek out honest men 
by voting for such men in prim ary 
and regular elections. 
* 
* 
* 
HE CALLED ATTENTION to the 
fact that in this country, where 
we seem to have everything of 
m aterial value and convenience, 
we have been slipping, as a people, 


through our lack of a universal 
faith in God and what Christianity 
stands for. Much of this rem ains 
an 
individual 
responsibility, 
he 
said, and added that we seemingly 
have become so concerned with 
national defense and m ilitary m at­ 
ters that we have been “ buying a 
Maginot Line ’ for ourselves in­ 
stead of devoting more thought to 
Christian principles and civic vir­ 
tue in practice at home and in 
spreading such ideas abroad. 
“ Will our children inherit from 
us a world of arm ed cam ps and 
weapons of mass destruction or will 
we revise our human trends to­ 
ward giving more attention to our 
hearts and consciences?’’ he asked. 
“ Are we disregarding and denying 
the impulses of conscience? If we 
find we a rc h it is tim e for reaf­ 
firm ation of those principles which 
stand for character, dignity and 
right.” 
At the close of Secy. Brown’s 
talk, President Ed Moser thanked 
him cordially for coming before 
the club and for the high purpose 
behind his rem arks.

“ WrE W ILL know' a year in ad­ 
vance. Right now we know that 
their communications and trans­ 
port are in no shape to start a war. 
We know they lack faith in their 
satellite armies and populations. 
We know they would need large 
numbers of troops to hold what 
they have now. We know they lack 
the technical and economic resour­ 
ces on a scale permitting war We 
know they are intent on maintain­ 
ing the status quo in the West while 
they go about their business in the 
east.”
